There are various records of the time which 
ore wierably mimate accounts of this exhuma- 
tion, and from them we gather, that the bodies 
ot Cromwell and Ireton were taken up on Satur- 
dag, the 26th of January, 1660, and on the Mon- 
day night tollowing, were drawn in two several 
carts from Westminster Abbey to the Red Lion 
Hill, in Holbors, where they remained all night. 
Bradshaw was uot taken up until the morning 
following, sad on the saniversery of King 
Charles’ death, 80th Jansary, 1461, all the three 
bodies were coaveyed upou sledges, to Tybura, 
and there hanged at the three several angles of 
the gallows, until sunset. At sunset, they 
were cut down, beheaded, the trunks thrown 
inte a deep pit underneath the gallows, apd the 
top of Westminster Hall 

After this, what became of those heads? or

An 
inaccurate census, relative to commercial and 
manufacturing statisties, is scarcely better than 
none at all—as it is oftem more desirable to 
know nothing thea te know what is only partly 
true. The North Americas, of this city, says 
that the factori of Philadelphia are 





“three calico printers, we must have at least 
fifteen or twenty—with a gross prodnetion ten 
times that returned in the census. The value 
of chemicals produced here must amount to 
many millions of money, in the place of four 
hundred thousand dollars. The yearly man 
facture of fire engines for this city alone, must 
exceed the total production for the whole na- 
tion reported in the census tables. We find by 
the census, that in 1850, Philadelphia manufac- 
tured soap and candles to the value of one mil- 
Hon three hundred and twelve thousand dollars: 
and in 1846, to the value of more than five mil- 
lions and a half. The value of the drags, paints 
and dyes, or chemicals, in 1850, was four hun. 
dred and thirty-six thousand dollars, while in 
1840 it amounted to nearly two millions. We 
might cite other equally extraordinary exam- 
ples of this kind, but the above will suffice for 
our purpose."”

Nor is it peculiar. In the north and south of 
England, in the whole of Ireland, and in the 
generally more favored district Scotland, the 
dinease seems to have spread, while in Canada 
it has appeared with great virulence.

Dr. Hodges demonstrated the discase 
to be a tungus, breaking ap the stracture of the 
potato. and if there was seminal infection. like 
the smat in wheat, Dr. B.'s pian of high-drying 
the tabers was by far the most rational one we 
knew of, especially as extreme dryness is abso 
butely destructive to the sporules of almost 
every fungus, and the Botrytes, the peculiar 
fungus of the potato disease, was unlikely to 
find a nidus in so highly.dried a set. But it it 
be first of all atmospheric, as is al! but certain, 
and if the decomposing mischief is from withow!, 
we cannot see how Dr. Boliman’s preparation 
could be at all effectnal. 

And so it appears it has failed in numberiess 
instances; and so has pest charcoal, as well 
as pulling up the stalks, planting in spent tan, 
and a thousand more similar schemes of pre- 
vention.
